ing in reſt they built vato themſelues (trong holdes, torts 
and citties tor their [afegard, and babuaticn; torthewhich 
benetits the Lord dor.i delire onely , that they o4/zrme his 
lawes, and warke his (tatutes ro keepe them; th.t they 
might inheritthar good land : otherwiſe, if by their neg}i, 
gencetherein,they did moue his wrath againit chem, then 
would he vtrerly.d-/froythem : as atrerwa:d cameto potle, 
and at this day doth appeare for being placed in p: ofpe- 
ricie, and hautng all th ngs according to cheir hearts de- 
lire, they following the perſwaiion of their wicked rulers, 
ſuch as [er»boam, Ahab , Teho1ikim , Z idechis, and others

Andtoconclude, You my belowrd brethren, that heare 
mee this day ; take heedevnto your ſelues, that you benot 
inueigled with glorious Babel; and taken with the delights 
thereof ;leaſt you periſh in her confulion : let not the loue 
of any earthly thing, withdraw youfrom the loue of Sion: 
Weepeand lament for your {innes; whereby yeu have of- 
tended the Maieftie of your Maker : take vpa new refolu- 
tion, toreforme yourliues,by an holy converſation: inall 
your actions potle(le your ſoules with a hope of enioying 
peaccable Se», that at the end of your captixrrie, you bein 
delivered from all the maiſeries of this life , and tranſlat 
into that happie Citie , of eternall ble{ſednelle to raigne 

with Clos Teſms for evermore : vnto which place, the 

Lord tor his mercy ſake,through the merits of 
his ſonne our Saniour,bring cuery one of
